Claims 21, 25-26, 31 are directed to isolated DNA sequence 
encoding a fluorescent protein from Trachyphyllia geoffroyi of specific 
amino said sequence and specially claimed homologs thereof witch retain 
fluorescent properties, vectors, kits and host cells comprising said 
products. 

Claimed DNA sequences are free of prior art. Further the prior art 
does not teach or suggest preparing such specifically claimed DNA 
sequences.
